to Come in August. 


The latent news an the National 
Guard encampment proposition makes 
things look decidedly hopeful for G et­ 
tysburg in every way. 
Following the developments of the 
latter part of last week and Sunday a 
committee from the Retail Merchants' 
Association visited ''A b in g to n and 
Harrisburg with th* result that it is 
believed all will work out to the ad 
vantage of Gettysburg and to the satis­ 
faction of National Guard officials. 
Two things are specially desired, 
first that the encapmment Le held at 
Gettysburg, and second that it take 
place in August after the close of the 
maneuver camp. 
That these two de 
sires will be gratified is generally be­ 
lieved bv those closest to National 
Guard matters. It is also expected that 
the ground used two years ago for the 
encampment will again lie occupied 
by the camp site and used for parade 
and review ground. 
An official announcement from head 
quarters is expected within a very few 
days, and it is believed will justify 
present hopes of local parties working 
in the interest of the encampment.

those in good health Is th a t the 
sick person must have his food 
properly prepared and the one who is 
perfectly well ought to have It proper­ 
ly prepared 
One Is a case of neces­ 
sity in order to regain health; the oth­ 
er is a case of prevention to ward off 
sickness. 
There is no medicine more 
im portant and powerful than the right 
kind of food cooked and served in the 
best way to make it easy of digestion 
and 
nutritious. 
Since this is 
true 
there is no part of nursing more im ­ 
portant than th at of preparing the in­ 
valid’s meals. 
Selecting and cooking 
meals for one who has little appetite 
mean more than choosing certain nu­ 
tritious foods and cooking them well. 
They mean presenting the proper food 
to the patient in such an attractive 
way that an appetite will be aw aken­ 
ed and there will be a desire to e a t 
It is essential, then, that special care 
be taken in arranging the patient’* 
tray. 
A sick person is unusually sen­ 
sitive to details. 
Little things which 
possibly would pass unnoticed by the 
person in normal health may cause ac­ 
tual discom fort to the one weakened 
by disease. 
The tray should alw ays 
be covered with a clean cloth. 
The 
smallest stain or a rumpled appear­ 
ance may take away the patient’s de 
sire for the food. 
The prettiest, thin­ 
nest china and glass, the brightest sil­ 
ver. should be sent to the sickroom. 
Tuese in them selves will appeal to the 
eye and thus aid digestion. 
The food should be served in small 
quantities and by courses. 
It Is not 
unusual for the sight of a tray loaded

with many dishes on which generous 
helpings of food are served to take 
away (lie patient’s appetite before he 
has tasted a mouthful. 
A well filled 
tray may be gratify lug to the person 
convalescing from a long illness when 
food was limited to liquids, but as a 
rule it Is unappetizing almost to every 
persou. 
Before taking the tray to the 
patient make sure that his room is In 
order and th at he is ready for the 
meal. 
Freshen the air in the room for 
a few 
moments, wipe the patient’s 
bands and face with a dampened cloth, 
straighten the bedclothes and rear­ 
range the pillows. 
Then bring in the 
tray with the food on it freshly pre­ 
pared 
Serve bot things hot aud cold 
things cold. 
liuve everything as near­ 
ly jK*rfect as possible, 
i’lace the tray 
within easy reach of the patient If he 
Is able to feed himself and then while 
he eats talk to him of Interesting, 
pleasant things, which will cause hits 
to forget himself aud what he Is do­ 
ing. 
Im not sit down beside the bed 
and watch every mouthful he takes. 
occasionally 
rem arking 
on 
his 
im­ 
proved appetite or the lack of it. Such 
a procedure is very likely to make the 
patient feel he has eaten enough be­ 
fore he Is fairly started on the meal 
The patient’* diet is naturally some­ 
what limit»*d 
There are a great many 
kinds of foods that ie is not allowed 
to eat. and even th*** that are per- 
mltt«*d cannot I** cooked In all sorts 
of ways 
The physician in charge of 
the case will give a list of foods al­ 
lowed, and in some rases lie will state 
bow they are to be prepared 
Bat his 
directions are o ften general, as "give 
him soft cooked eggs" or "let him 
have a hit of thicken or a nice cream 
soup.”

forms and flavors, then the patient 
will probably w’eary of them, perhaps 
refuse to eat them. 
Fortunate is the 
woman who knows how to prepare 
simple foods attractively, making old 
friends appear as new acquaintances. 
But there are certain "don’ta" th at 
must be observed when cooking for 
the sick. 
Don’t give an invalid or little child 
fried food of any kind. 
It la bard to 
digest, and the digestive organs of 
both sick people and children are 
weak. 
Don’t include pork in the invalid’s 
bill of fare. 
A little crisp bacon or 
bacon gravy may be allowed occa­ 
sionally. 
Don’t serve highly seasoned food. 
The sense of taste Is generally very 
keen in sickness, and the natural sea­ 
soning of food is often enough. 
Be­ 
sides, spices may weaken by overstim ­ 
ulation the digestive glands. 
Do uot 
use pepper, m ustard or vinegar and 
use salt sparingly. 
Don’t boil eggs for either invalids or 
children. 
Always cook them in w ater 
which has not quite reached the boll­ 
ing point. 
Don’t cook milk directly over the 
fire; it is alm ost sure to burn. 
Even 
if it does not, milk should not be boil­ 
ed for the sam e reason that an egg 
should not. 
Boiling tem perature makes 
the albumen tough and indigestible. 
Don’t cook cream soups or boiled 
custards directly over the fire. 
Use a 
double boller to keep the tem perature 
below boiling. 
Don’t serve insufficiently cooked ce­ 
reals. 
Rice, outmeal aud cornstarch 
should be cooked for a long time over 
hot water. 
Rice requires about two 
hours and oatm eal at least four hours’ 
steam cooking. 
Don’t serve fried potatoes. 
When 
they are allowed they are much better 
baked, because they ure more quickly 
digested in that form. 
Don’t serve cheese and don’t cook 
butter too long. 
In making cream 
soups add the butter just before serv­ 
ing. 
Nurse’s Car* of Herself. 
The woman who Is acting as nurse 
in her home is very apt to neglect her­ 
self. 
It may be hard for her to do oth­ 
erwise, especially if there are other de­ 
mands on her time and strength. 
But 
lf the patient needs constant care then 
It Is almost Imperative that the person 
who is caring for him should lie re­ 
lieved of other duties and responsibili­ 
ties. 
His recovery demands this, for 
the nurse’s mental aud physical condi­ 
tion lins often a marked effect on the 
patient, 
lf the nurse is tired out, has 
been obliged to do without sufficient 
sleep for several nights, she is uot like­ 
ly to be herself. 
She will be nervous, 
easily excited, perhaps Irritable and 
utterly unfit to give her best effort to 
ber task. 
She should have regular hours for 
sleep, when her rest will be unbroken 
for at least seven hours out of each 
twenty-four. Then a short time should 
be allowed every day for outdoor exer­ 
cise. 
Constantly breathing the air of 
even a well ventilated sickroom soon 
tells on even robust health. The nurse 
should 
have also good, nourishing, 
easily digested foot! at regular hours. 
When sickness cou.es Into the family 
su<ii m atters as guarding the health 
of the nurse and keeping the other 
members of the household in good 
health are often overlooked, and a sin­ 
gle cuse of illness very often becomes 
two or three just because of this neg­ 
lect. 
Everything should be done to 
hasten the recovery of the patient as 
well as preserve the good health of the 
rest of the family. 
The nurse should wear com fortable 
clothing—a washable dress nnd broad 
soled shoes—and if the disease is at ail 
Infectious she should be careful to 
wash her hands each time she touches 
the patient. 
Professional nurses learn 
very early in their training the Impor­ 
tance of disinfecting and using every 
precaution to prevent further develop­ 
ment of the disease germs, but the in­ 
experienced sometimes find It hard to 
realize how very jiowerful and Insidi­ 
ous arc the«e minute germs. 
It is not at all necessary for the 
home nurse to be versed In drugs and 
medicines, nor should she be required 
to put on complicated bandages, pre­ 
pare dressings or adm inister treat­ 
ments which require professional skill 
and experience. 
All such m atters will 
be undertaken by the physician when 
a trained nurse Is not employed 
But 
the woman who knows how to put on 
u simple bandage, how to stop an or­ 
dinary attack of n o se b le e d s, what 
to do when some one faints nnd also 
Is fam iliar with simple remedies for 
simple ailm ents will always find Hie 
knowledge useful. 
In fact. It Is a part 
of the all round woman’s education to 
know these tilings and be able to ap­ 
ply them in a common sense way. 


Th* Car* of Little Children. 
No woman should consider her edu­ 
cation complete until she has an in­ 
telligent know ledge regarding the care 
of little children 
When we consider 
that the material out of which either 
beroe* or invalids are made Is found 
in the nursery It behooves every wo­ 
man to see to It that either by her per­ 
sonal effort or by her influence she is 
doing her part to have the future gen­ 
eration composed of strong men aud 
women, capable of being heroes, aud 
that the number of weaklings is less­ 
ened 
One of the greatest 
errors 
made in the management of children 
relates to their nutrition. 
"If the child 
Is properly fed he will stand a great 
deal of abuse in other directions." says 
one authority, but more la necessary 
than food if the child is to develop 
properly. 
He must have fresh air, 
suitable nutrition aud a chance to live 
as a young child should, free from 
care, with nothing to excite nerves or 
prevent the proper development of 
body and mind—as nearly Uke a young 
animal as possible.

Too Much Responsibility Should Not 
Bo Placed Upon tho Jack. 
The constant attem pt to secure size 
as well as quality in Jacks and jennets 
Is producing marvelous results. There 
has beeu a steady elevation In the 
average excellence of the jacks avail- 
able for breeding mules in all parts 
of the country, and the superiority of 
their get has widened the appreciation 
of good points in a Jack. 
In one respect lids has failed to ben­ 
efit our mule stock as It should. 
Too 
much responsibility 
has been 
piled 
upon the Jack. 
Thoughtful breeders 
have 
realized 
the 
value of choice 
mares for producing mules and have 
by their policy upheld the average 
quality and a lofty top In the mule 
m arket; but. on the other baud. the 
hybrid often has an inferior dam be­ 
cause of the Idea that a mare that will 
not produce good horses is well adapt­ 
ed to raising mules. 
This condition has been a heavy lid 
on the mule business as a whole aud 
has thrown an unfair burden on the

In too mn ny cases tie has been 
expected to furnish the bout*, quality, 
constitution, character, soundness and

made good under these conditions. 
It 
explains how it la possible fur big. 
smooth, wonderful mules to be pro­ 
duced by creditable mares.

those who im|M»se on a Jack Hie thank­ 
less task of getting gin*! mule* from 
plug mares realize that (he we*sly sire 
is a failure.
